This newspaper has previously pointed out the un- 
bejievable lack of national representation for what 
has been claimed to be a national league. 

Well before the current 14 team competition was 
set up, an NSL leader referred to the need to “return 
to our traditional supporters”. 

The thrust, properly analysed, was one designed 
to particularly aid the Melbourne clubs. 

Overall there is no doubt that the move to one com- 
petition has produced less than the minimum ex- 
pected results. 

Standards of play improvement and reintroduc- 
tion of guest stars is required. 

Clubs in states which have refused to broaden 
their base amongst the general public face an even 
stiffer breeze than the others. 

What the National League managements must

realise is that in Australia in the final analysis there is 
no ‘eal National League unless it is truly 
“national”. 


A situation will not be viable if the overwhelming 
Percentage of funds available goes into air fares and 
day to day administration and peanuts into promo- 
tion. 

The NSL can say it is aiming to redress the situa- 
tion even at an extra $5,000 per club but it won’t hap- 
pen unless it gets back to basics. 

And thoses basics would be to combine the Mel- 
bourne and Adelaide clubs in a maximum ten team 
division. It that division could financially carry a 
Perth entry, then all the better. 

Then cover Sydney, Brisbane, Wollongong and 
Canberra in another, making provision for the impor- 
tant Newcastle-Hunter region if and when they prove 
they have the management and backing to be viable. 

The alternative is to revert to State Leagues with 
play-offs, but this could result in excessive dilution 
of standards. 

Some would say the divisional system is a failure, 
but the truth is that it should have been consolidated. 
~ Multi-ethnic and regional clubs are badly needed 
in NSW, Queensland and the ACT. 

It has been proved that the vast majority of State 
League clubs across all states have no potential in 
NSL. 

Clubs such as Brisbane Lions, Melita Eagles, Can- 
berra City, Blacktown City and Adelaide Hellas do 
have potential and should be admitted without delay.

HEIDELBERG’s bleakest season in its 11 years of 
NSL competition has had few bright spots.

STOWELL CREDENTIALS OVERLOOKED 


An opinion piece from Brisbane Telegraph Soccer scribe Geoff Stead 


THE Australian Soccer Federation has shunned 
one of the country’s most qualified and dedicated 
coaches in overlooking Bruce Stowell for the 
National Under 16 coaching position. 


Stowell has all the 
credentials, experience 
and footballing knowledge 
that would have ensured 
the Joeys qualified for 
Scotland in 1989. Instead 
of being involved, he has 
now been placed at a 
career crossroads. 

“| am bitterly disap- 
pointed. | believed | had 
done enough to earn the 
position,’’ Stowell said. 


Stowell returned from 
six-week holiday in Britain 
to learn the shattering 
news that he had been 
overlooked by the ASF’s 
junior and youth World 
Cup committee. 


Former ASF World Cup 
chairman lan Brusasco 
attempted to push 
Stowell’s cause without 
parochialism and even 
sent a proxy to the final 
meeting to let Stowell's 
case stand on its own and 
not be overshadowed by 
any other factors. 


Like many who have 
seen Stowell work, Bru- 
sasco was stunned by the 
final decision. 

“Having travelled on 
both Under 16 tours, | think 
Bruce Stowell is a sad loss 
to international football at 
that level,”’ Brusasco said. 

Despite the present- 
ation of an extensive curri- 
culum vitae on Stowell, the 
committee — chaired by 
ASF vice-president 
Charles Perkins — went 


against the overwhelming 
evidence which highlight- 
ed that Stowell would go a 
long way towards ensur- 
ing Australia maintained 
its current world No.2 FIFA 
rating at junior World Cup 
level. 


Did the committee con- 
sult any of the players who 
toured with the past two 


Australian Under 16 
teams? 

Did the committee seek 
the opinions of any other 
Officials who also toured 
and saw Stowell’s exper- 
tise? 


Was the committee 
aware that it was Stowell’s 
constructive contribution 


on both tours that ensured 
Australia advanced past 
the first round in China and 
Canada? 

Has any member of the 
committee ever watched 
any of the nominated

coaches put on a session, 
or did they seek an opinion 
on the nominees from 
other coaches and qual- 
ified persons? 


If the committee had ex- 
plored any of the above 
avenues, they would have 
discovered that in Stowell 
they had a coach who 
could spot, recognise, 
develop and polish Aus- 
tralia’s talented young 
footballers. 


Having toured Canada, 
| saw first hand what went 
on, not as a Queenslan- 
der, nor an official, nor a 
player — but as a journalist 
with the interest of Austra- 
lian soccer at heart. 

It is hard to back an Aus- 
tralian coach who bases 
his World Cup quarter-fi- 
nal match plan on a throw- 
away line about the oppo- 
nent’s sweeper published 


in the tournament 
program. 
At the same time 


Stowell sought out much 
more reliable information 
on the unseen opponents. 
A match eve sifting 
through the myriad of 
photocopied sheets given 
to journalists at the tourna- 
ment unearthed a vital 
FIFA statistics sheet of 
one of Nigeria’s first round 
games. 

That is a simple but true 
comparison.

Vic Dalgleish. It would be 
nice to think Stowell even- 
tually will have the iast 
laugh. But there will be 
nothing funny if the ASF 


ish praise on Olympic 
Village’s newest star is 
journalistic colleague 
Peter Georgiou. 

Georgiou has closely 
monitored the develop- 
ment of Anastasiadis and 
has no doubts about this 
young player's future. 

“He is without doubt 
one of the best new talents 
to emerge in Australian 
Soccer in recent times’, 
says Georgiou.

“It's simple — if you 
start to get big-headed 
you're in trouble. 

“Soccer is the main 
thing in my life and | want to 
do the best in the game 
that! can.” 


Which beckoned the ob- 
vious question as to where 
the future would lay for an 
ambitious young man

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happen and his club was 
relegated from the coun- 
try’s premier competition. 


“To be honest I haven't 
thought about relegation,” 
Anastasiadis explained 
dimplomatically.

SCOT Pat McCluskey made a great impression during his first few games for 
Green Gully and, hopefully, he will continue to enjoy success with them as 


his career winds down. 


Sadly, however, 
McCluskey seems de- 
stined to be best remem- 
bered as one of the five 
Prominent Scottish play- 
ers who were banned for 
life from international foot- 
ball as the result of a 
Copenhagen night club 
fracas in September, 1975 
when Joe Harper, Billy 
Bremner, Willie Young, 
Arthur Graham and 
McCluskey celebrated 
victories by both the Scott- 
ish full and under 23 in- 
ternational teams over 
their Danish counterparts 
alittle too enthusiastically. 

The ban was later lifted, 
but McCluskey did not get 
an opportunity to add to 
the sixth under 23 cap he 
won against Denmark. 

That eventful evening in 
Copenhagen must be re- 
garded as the turning point 


Glaswegian’s 
career, for it never re- 
gained its previous 
momentum. 


He joined Celtic from 


junior club Maryhill in 1970 
— when the “Boys” were 
in the middle of a record- 
breaking nine consecutive 
Scottish League 
Championship triumphs. 


The tigerish, stocky 
central defender won a 
regular first team place in 
time to win Champions’ 
medals for the last two 
successes. He also play- 
ed in Celtic sides which 
lited two Scottish Cups 
and one Scottish League 
Cup. 

Within a year of the 
“Copenhagen _Incident’’, 
however, McCluskey 
found senior side opportu- 
nities very limited and the 
unkinder fans were quick 
to voice their opinions from 
the terraces that he might 
be a little overweight. 


Slightly round for a pro- 
fessional sportsman 
McCluskey certainly was, 
a little short of pace he 
might have been; but his 
ability to read a game, to 


time a tackle and to battle 
resolutely could never 
have been doubted. 

He certainly gave excel- 
lent service to Dumbarton, 
Airdrie (who paid a 
$60,000 transfer fee for 
him) and Queen of the 
South after leaving Celtic 
in 1976. 


in total, | McCluskey 
made 325 Scottish 
League appearances. 


Almost half of them were in 
the top division. This figure 
would have been greater 
but for a couple of years in 
the United States playing 
indoor soccer with 
Pittsburgh Spirit. 

Although he converted 
a penalty during the 1975 
Scottish Cup Final, most of 
his 23 League goals came 
from open play and many 
resulted from powerful, 
long range shots. 

Hopefully, Green Gully 
fans will witness a few 
more blockbusters before 
the’ 35 year old hangs up 
his boots.

CANBERRA Griffins began the season a long way behind other teams in the NSW State Bank 


League but have more than made up the ground, coach Augusto Palacios said before retur- 


ning home to Peru recently. 

When Palacios arrived: earlier in the year he had less 
than three weeks to prepare the squad for the opening 
league game of the season. Contracts had not been 
signed and he was in doubt about which players he could 
use until literally hours before the big kick-off. 

In contrast, his main rivals for the championship — 
Blacktown City, Wollongong City and Melita Eagles — 
had been in training since before Christmas. 

His answer was to introduce a training regime which 
tested the loyalty of his part-time squad to its limits — four 
hours a night, four nights a week were his requirements at 
first as he pushed his men to their physical limits. “‘It was 
as near a full-time professional set-up as | could expect,” 
he said. - 

He believes the benefits are there for all to see. “‘We 
have the best goalkeepers in the league in George 
Economopoulos and Tony Giannasca; our defence has 
only conceded more than two goals once — and we won 
that match 6-3; our midfield, built around Tom Sermanni, 
has been superb, while up front we have the highest 
scorer in the league in Alan Reis.” 


Palacios did not say as much, but the championship 
was probably lost on a cold Wednesday night in early July 
when he was helped from the field against Inter Monaro 
with what turned out to be severe knee ligament damage. 

The Griffins won on the night but with their coach a 
spectator, they began to drop silly points — two against a 
10-man Wollongong, one in injury time to Uruguayan 
Penrith, two to Rockdale Illinden. 


MONARO'S BRAVERY 


DEFENDER Joe Gagetti won Inter Monaro’s best 
and fairest award at its presentation night recent- 
ly. That was not remarkable, Gagetti has had a fine 
season. Far more extraordinary was the fact that 
Monaro still existed to have a presentation night 
at all. 

Twelve months ago it crashed out of the National 
Soccer Leaue, a club in ruins. With around $30,000 of 
debts, what players it had left demoralised by con- 
tinual defeat, and the Marco Polo club refusing to 
guarantee any further financial support, there were 
many willing to bet against it even getting to the start- 
ing post in 1987. 


The fact it did, even managing a respectable mid- 
table position in the NSW State Bank League, is a 
monument to the work of a small group of people 
who formed the nucleus of the committee. 

It would have been easy to have said the task of 
keeping the club alive was too difficult, but the 
group, Marla Florian, Mirico Paven, Sammy Bianco- 
lin and Ennio Di Pauli, decided instead that 20 years 
of Soccer tradition in Queanbeyan was worth saving. 


They began the hard, thankless work of rebuilding. 
Monaro’s position meant hopes of a major sponsor 
would remain just that, but there were still: small, 
local businessmen willing to give support. 

And so the money began to come in. Small 
amounts in themselves, together they totalled a 
staggering $100,000, enabling the club to get 
through the season and make inroads into its debt to 
the point where it hopes to be in the black by the end 
of the year. 


On the field, the remnants of the NSL side, Gagetti, 
Angelo. Titilas, Angelo Ambrosino, Baz Giampaolo 
and Marko Perinovic, were joined by a group of raw 
youngsters under coach Vic Fernandez. 

Fernandez’s work on the field was almost as re- 
markable as that off it. He brought his son, Victor 
junior, to Monaro, persuaded Gabriel Domazetovich 
and Ray Colbertaldo out of retirement and recruited 
Andrew Monterosso from the ACT first division. 

Results were erratic, but after a bad start Monaro 
began to climb the ladder and ended the season safe 
from relegation. 


The coach believes it is within Monaro’s capabili- 
ties to return to the NSL one day but will only consid- 
er his future with the club after he returns from the 
World Youth Cup in Chile where he will be Young 
Socceroo coach Les Scheinflug’s assistant. 

“It’s up in the air,” he said recently. ‘I'll be taking a 
holiday in Argentina after the Cup so ! won't be get- 
ting back to Canberra until early December. 

“By that time | hope a few things will be settied. 
Progress has to be made and it is no use going 
through another season like the last one, not for 
Monaro’s sake — or mine.”

Palacios is, nevertheless, full of praise for the players 
and for the club committee which has struggled to meet 
his wishes. He wants to return next season but a lot will 
depend on the next few weeks as the Griffins try to put 
together the kind of financial base he requires. 

“I've had plenty of offers — from two clubs in Peru, 
another in South Africa, a club in Costa Rica nad a re- 
quest | coach the Costa Rican national youth team,”’ he 
said. 

“I've even had an approach from another club in the 
NSW League. But | love Canberra. The people are friend- 
ly and | think there is a future for Soccer here. If it is at all 
possible, | would like to return.”” 

It follows quite logically that if the Griffins do have a 
long-term future then, on the field at least, Augusto Pala- 
cios is the person to guide them.

MARCONTI’S UPGRADING 
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TITTLE NUTTALL 


THE much needed and long awaited upgrading of Marconi Stadium is finally 


on the way — and the first stage is scheduled to be completed in time for next 
season’s kick off in January. 


Long regarded as one of 
the better venues in Syd- 
ney, facilities at Bossley 
Park have gradually de- 
teriorated over the years, 
but the proposed improve- 
ments will once again 
make Marconi’s home 
ground the pride of the 
west. 

These are not pie in the 
sky, long term empty 
promises. Work started 
immediately following the 
State League final replay a 
couple of weeks ago. 

By the time Marconi 
plays its first time match 
next season — probably 
with an evening kick off — 
brand new floodlights suit- 
able for night telecasts will 
have been installed. 

They will permit the pre- 
sent outdated lighting sys- 
tem to be utilised for the 
training pitches behind the 
main stadium, thus allow- 
ing the ground’s playing 

- area a chance to be pro- 
perly preserved for Natio- 
nal League matches, 

The surface at Marconi 
used to be one of the best 
available, but training on it 


three nights a week as well 
as using it for countless 
number of matches over 
the past few years gave 
the full time ground staff 
little chance of maintaining 
it's high standard. 


The biggest renova- 
tions however will see a 
major improvement in faci- 
lities provided for players 
and referees. 


Spacious new dressing 
rooms which will include a 
sauna, spa and gymna- 
sium are being built be- 
neath the grandstand with 
an underground tunnel 
leading the teams onto the 
field. 


These extensions will 
simultaneously allow pro- 
vision for the second stage 
of the ground’s improve- 
ments to take place in the 
near future by providing a 
cover for the main stand. 

Present dressing room 
facilities will remain in use 
for the youth teams, 
eliminating the current un- 
satisfactory practice of two 
teams sharing the one 
room. 


Unlike a number of other 
Sydney clubs, Marconi 
has to fund all its capital 
work itself without assist- 
ance from government 
grants as these are only 
available to sporting clubs 
who lease their grounds 
from local councils. 


Club Marconi is in the 
fortunate position how- 
ever of owning all its 
assets, and is therefore 
unable to obtain grants 
and low interest loans from 
government bodies. 


Work being carried out 
at this moment is only the 
first step towards a deter- 
mined effort by the current 
newly-elected board of di- 
rectors to restore Marconi 
Stadium into the envy of 
every other professional 
Soccer club in Sydney. 


Marconi has long had 
the reputation of being one 
of the most progressive 
and far sighted clubs in the 
country, by the time this 
Project is finished, it will 
have set a standard that 
few will be able to match.

NEWLY crowned Queensland Grand Final winners, Brisbane Lions will be without 
former Socceroo fullback Alan Niven for this weekend’s opening NSL promotion 
play-off match with Adelaide Hellas.

While Niven’s class 
and experience will be 
sorely missed in the Lions 
team youngster Nick 
Meredith proved in the 
XXXX League finals 
series that he is a more 
than adequate replace- 
ment, and in time, could 
command the position in 
his own right. 

Meredith was among 
the young stars for Lions 
in their Grand Final win, 
which gave them the dou- 
ble after securing the 


League title three weeks 
ago. 

But the youngster who 
stood out for Lions in the 
final was undoubtedly 18- 
year-old goalkeeper 
Jason Kearton, who was 
thrown into the first team 
in May when Rob Farrow 
broke his leg on the 
Queensland tour of New 
Zealand. 

Throughout the ten- 
sion-filled Grand Final, 
Kearton gave a faultless 
display, but it was in the 
final minutes that the 
youngster saved his side 
from a replay.

IT was Interesting com- 
paring the national 
school at Lillieshall in 
England to the soccer 
segment at the Insti- 
tute of Sport in Can- 
berra.

throughout the year, which 
most do, with handicap- 
ped etc. 


Throughout the year 
they have one or two tours 
abroad and the majority 
make up the English 
Schoolboys team, 
although odd boys not at 
the school can be 
selected. 


A typically weekly pro- 
gramme is as follows:

All training gear is kept 
as at a club, with a boot 
room, gear room etc. So in 
fact the players are serv- 
ing apprenticeships to be- 
come professional 
players.
